HE TALKS TO WOMAN’S CLUB. 


Says Children Should Be Segregated 


for Best Resu ts. 


“Teachers should be married and made to 


‘stay married. Boys and girls between the 
ages of 12 and 20 years should be segre- 
gated—the girls should be taught by women— 
wives and mothers; the boys by men—hus- 
bands and fathers.”’ | 


When these reforms are accomplished the 


public school will be in a fair way to attain 
the highest pinnacle of perfection, the great- 
est educational and moral usefulness in the 
community, according to Dr. Bayard Holmes, 
who pointed out the evils in the public schooi 
system and prescribed remedies for them at 
the meeting of the educational department 
of the Chicago Woman's club yesterday. 

Dr. Holmes took a view of the mother’s . 
usefulness asa schoolteacher opposite to that 
held by a number of the school trustees, who 
have been so often on the verge of closing 
the doors of the schoolhouses to married 


Teaching to Kissing. 
After making a simile between teaching 


and kissing, in that neither means anything 
unless there is a real relation existing be- 
tween the parties to it, Dr. Holmes pleaded 
for the motherly school teacher. He de- 
clared that the days of usefulness of the 
spinster schoolma’am are over, and that 
she should be employed only to teach giris 
intending to become schoolma’ams. 


“ Boys. and girls between the ages of 12 


and 20 should be taught separately,”’ de- 
clared the speaker. “ It is more important 
to. segregate the children of the public 
schools than the men and women of the uni- 
versities. The school boys and girls are 
leading different lives and their thoughts 
are different. I do not see much need in 
segregating students who have reached the 
age of 20. The boys should bé taught by 
men if they are to grow up men. The giris 
should be taught by women—married women, 
mothere—if they are going to be wives and 
mothers. If a girl is going to be a school- 
ma'am let her be taught by a echoolma’am.”’

department was: “Does the present high 
school course meet the needs of the greatest 
number?’ 


Wants More High Schools. °* 


Miss Jane Addams pleaded for more high 


schools and the elimination of the “ screwed 
down” desk seats.

LOOK FOR A WALKOUT. 


Course Criticised by Many Labor 
Leaders, Because Wages . 
Are Good Now. - 


While the residents of the south side who 
use the surface cars are spending the early 
hours of this morning in slumber the em- 
pldyés.of the Chicago City railway company 
are voting on whether they will strike and 
deprive the sleeping thousands. of their 
means of transportation 

The discontented as well ag the satisfied 
of the men who work on the trains, in the 
shops, and along the tracks of the company 
go up the stairs at Federation hall, 8056 state 
street; in single file, register, take a ballot 
marked Yes’ No,”’ check it, drop 
it in the box, and then leave for work. 

All today and until 4 o'clock -tomorrow 
morning the voting will continue. Then will 
come’ a -count—which Is expected to show 
a big majority in the affirmative—and after 
that will be a meeting of the executive 
board of the unfon. What will follow no one 
seems to know. 

Signs Indicate a Strike. 

All signs yesterday pointed toward a 
strike Saturday morning. The last conserva- 
tive leader, Organizer C. O. Pratt, announced 
that he has little hope of peace.’ President 
W. D. Mahon of the Amalgamated Agsocia- 
tion of Street Rallway Employés is now the 
only man of influence who has not come out 
in favor of a fight. Hie may stop the trend 
toward trouble, but his position is not known. 

The strike leaders met yesterday after- 
noon and informally drew up their plan of 
casmpaign. .They feel that the company can- 
not fill the places that would be made vacant 
by a walkout, and say they will not try to 
prevent nonunion workers from taking out 
cars. Instead of rioting men. will be at 
their homes and thus make the struggle a 
test of endurance, lasting possibly several! 
* weeks. 

At the offices of the company there were ap- 
parent no signs of preparation for trouble. 
General Manager McCulloch refused to dis- 
cuss the possibilities of a strike. When asked 
if there were any chance of further peace 
negotiations he declared that he did not 
know. 

“ All the negotiations in the past have been 
started by the men,” he said. “ They came 
here on Tuesday, and I told them that the 
company could not grant an increase in 
wages and would not concede the complete 
unionization of the system. At present there 
aré no negotiations pending.” 


Confusion at Union Headquarters. 
“at the headquarters of the union all was 
bustle and confusion. Men went in with 
suggestions and demands. Many wanted the 
strike called Saturday morning, others not 
until next week, and a few demanded that 
another attempt be made to get the company 
to make concessions. 

zer Pratt declared that he did no 
know whether another committee would be 
sent to General Manager McCulloch. Others 
of ‘the labor leaders denounced such a plar 
and asserted that the refusal of the company

of the men was questioned. The advisability 
of a strike was doubted, especially by the 
employés of the elevated and Unien Trac- 
tion companies. although they are members 
of the Amalgamated association with which 
the south side men are affiliated. 

It developed that in the conferences be- 
tween General Manager McCulloch anda the. 
officials of the union Mr. McCulloch pointed 
out to the men that last year their wages 
were raised 3 cents an hour—a yearly aggre- 
‘gate of about $300.000—and that this has ab- 
sorbed the entire incgsease in net earnings 
during that period of time. To add $400 000 
more to the pay rolls of the company, he as- 
.serted, would be impossible. 

He asserted further that during the last 
year the company has spent $1.500 000 in im- 
provements. such as better tracks and new 
rolling stock. He showed that the increase 
in the cost of coal and teaming had added 
$20.000 to the expenses every twelve months 
and that the company has been forced to 
build a new $250 000 power plant to meet the 
growth in traffic. | |

PACKERS OFFER MORE PAY 


WILLING TO COMPROMISE WITH 
THE STRIKERS. 


Sausage Makers and Canners. Will 
Vote Today on Proposition Made by 
Compani¢s—Acceptance Is Prob- 
- gble and General Walkout Will Be 
Averted - Coopers and Tin Can 
Makers Are Restive—Organizing to 
Might Unions in Kenos 


Representatives ef the packing interests 
at the Union stockyards yesterday afternoon 
offered the striking sausage makers and can- 
ners an increase in wages that probably will 
be. aicepted by the employés,. preventing a 
general strike in all the centers of the in- 
dustry. | 

At a conference between the superintend- 
ents of the plants and the officers of the 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters and, Butchers’ 
union, the men were told that the. pack- 
ers realize the gravity of the situation and 
are willing to compromise. The union offi- 
Cials declared this was satisfactory to them, 
but that the offer must be submitted to a 
vote of the strikers. 

The packers consented to raise the wages 
of all the sausage makers to a minimum 


pay of those getting more than that amount, 
They declared they are willing to set the 
same standard in the canning department, 
which would mean a general .increase of 
about 6 percent. . 
»Means $40,000 More a Year. 

The superintendents gave the union officials 
to understand that they believed the demands 
of the men ill timed. The firms last year 
gave the strikers in the canning works an in- 
crease of 10 per cent, and asserted that 16 
per cent more pay in one year was too heavy 
a drain on the companies. It means about 
“$40,000 a year in mses alone, and the pack- 

ers say.the canning branch profits do not 
warrant it. 

When .the strikers meet today to vote on 
the proposition of the firms, the officers of 
the meat cutters will urge them to accept it. 
The leaders are anxious to avoid a general 
strike and will take this opportunity to do it. 

The coopers and tin can makers at the yards 
have grown restive. They asked the packers 
for m conference yesterday, and were told 
that their demands must wait until the sau- 
sage and canning workers’ ‘strike is over. 
This stand of the firms was indorsed by the 
officers of the meat cutters. 


Stationary Firemen Restive. 


The stationary firemen’ employed 
State street department stores 
to demand an increase in wages of 3 cents an 
hour. They now are getting 25 cénts and 
want the scale raised to their new standard. 
A series of conferences will be held and the 
men expect to get what they are asking. 
The new Citizens’ Industrial association 
started its‘compaign of organization yester- 
day by sending a representative to Kenosha 
to form a Branch.

FIREMEN SAVE FOUR MEN 
FROM MOB OF STRIKERS. 


Negroes Pursued by Crowd of White 
Men at Stockyards Fire Shots and 
Narrowly Escape with Their Lives. 


Four negroes, accused of being nonunion 
employés, yesterday afternoon were at- 
tacked by a crowd of white menin the stock- 
yards. Shots were fired, and that the vic- 
tims of the assault escaped with their lives 
probably was due to the prompt intervenh- 
tion of firemen. 

The negroes left the p ing plant of Libby, 
McNeill & Libby and poceeded along Ex- 
change avenue. They were taunted by strik- 
ers. A crowd followed the men and sticks 
and stones began to fly. Then the negroes 
ran with the strikers in pursuit. 

When the negroes reached Halsted street 
one of them suddenly turned and, whipping 
a’ revolver from his pocket, fired two shots, 
apparently at the crowd. A dozen men 
rushed upon the negroes and grappled with 
them. Fire Capt. Collins ran out of the 
engine house followed by several firemen: 
The latter beat off the crowd, captured the 
negroes, and disarmed them. 

Disappointed at their inability to secure 
work at the Illinois steel works at South 
Chicago yesterday morning more than 100 
Poles and Hungarians, many of whom for- 
merly had been employed at the works, as- 
sailed the watchmen and employés stationed 
at the Highty-sixth street gates. Stones and 
clubs were used and several of the employés 
were injured.

Public or Intercollegiate Athletic Con- 
tests Are Disapproved — Excessive 
Social Dissipation to Be Checked. . 


Principles for regulating the conduct of 
coeds were adopted yesterday by the deans 
of women who have been in session in Chi- 
cago several days. The deans then ad- 
journed for two years. 

The principles were embodied in a set of 
resolutions which were adopted. The chief 


points were: 


Women are to work in the gymnasium in 
the same way as men. But the practice of 
young women taking part In public games of 
basketbal!] and other such sports is to be 
discouraged. Intercollegiate contests to be 
discouragéd. 

Social life is to be regulated and tests of 

health and good scholarship are to be 
applied in extreme cases of social dissipation. 
The deans think the public has an exag- 
gerated impression in regard to the amount 
of social dissipation existing. They say the 
proportion of women students who give too 
much time to social affairs is small. 
. Self-government is approved so far as it 
is practicable.

It is 
known that the latter’s murderer was left 
handed. So was the assassin today. It was

Provisional Government Formed. 


“The municipality. of the district of 
Panama, in its own name and that of other 
municipal councils, commends the adminis- 
tration and direction of affairs, pending the 
constitution of the new republic, to a junta 
composed of José Augustyn Arango; Frederic 
Boyd, and Tomas Arias, to whom shall be 
delegated all powers necessary for the ful- 
fillment of the duties commended to them in 
the name of the country. 

“The municipality decided to oll to its 
open council the population of the district and 
to submit for its sanction this act, which is 
signed by the dignitaries and members of the 
corporation.” 

How Revolution Was Planned. 

Gov. Obaldia knew weeks ago that a revo- 
lution would follow the failure of the Colom- 
bian congress to ratify the canal treaty. 
He warned the government at Bogota of the. 
situation, but his warning apparently was 
not given serious consideration. The gov- 
ernment finally concluded to send 500 addi- 
tional soldiers to theisthmus. They landed at 
Colon Tuesday afternoon under command of 
Gens. Tovar and Amaya, and were received 
by Gov. Obaldia. 

The news of the arrival: precipitated the 
crisis. The more determined leaders of the 
revolutionists called on Dr. Amador and 
urged immediate action, while others advised 
postponing the uprising.

chever Lent Road Makes Cut from St. 
Louis to Meet Gulf Competition and

General traffic officials of the Central 
Freight association lines are in session here 
considering the east bound freight rate sit- 
uation, which is considerably disturbed on 
account of the reduction in export grain 
rates recently made by the Clover Leaf road. 

The officials of this road claim that their 
road comes into competition at Bast St. Louis 
with the lines which ship through the gulf | 
ports. To meet this competition they say 
they were compelled to make a 17% cent rate 
0m export grain from Bast St. Louis. The 
Central Freight and Trunk Line association 
roads gave notice that they would not pro- 
rate with the Clover Leaf at the reduced 
rate, but this company is taking the business 
just the same, and there is a suspicion that 
some of its eastern connections codperate 
with it secretly. 

The Clever Leaf is believed to be making a 
bid for a differential rate out of St. Louis as 
against Chicago. The eastern roads are not 
inclined to consent, as that would open up 
all the western territory to a cheaper rate 
through 8t. Louis than could be obtained 
through Chicago, except during the naviga- 
tion season.
